There 
will ..be absent the elements ot a 
friericUjj rivalry between communities 
to surpass the efforts ot each other, 
which, factor, it must be admitted, 
hag been very- potent in swelling the 
totals', reached in former campaigns. 
Again, * tie establishment and main- 
tenance :ef a War 'Chest will entail 
more or less expense, possibly great- 
er, in the aggregate, than the former 
"drive" methods. The services of a 
number of persons will be almost 
constantly required to look, after the 
collections on pledges and of still 
others to exercise supervision over 
the administration of the whole sys- 
tem. 


The experience of communities in 


which, the War Chest has heen intro- 
duced is reported to have been satis- 
factory thus far, but the'test of its 
efficiency cannot be said to have come 
within the short period during which 
the plan has been in operation. Tlie 
real test will come when the first en- 
thusiasm over the Introduction of the 
innovation shall have waned. If the 
Interest slackens to the extent that the 
available chest funds are not ample to 
meet the respective needs ot the agen- 
cies which are to be the beneficiaries, 
to that extent will the plan fail as com- 
pared with the former method of rais- 
ing money through intensive cam- 
paigns. 


Hoirever, the need in Fayette coun- 


ty is to learn all that is possible to be 
known about the project and Its adap- 
tability to this section. After a con- 
sideration of the merits and. faults of 
the system the composite judgment 
of representative people from the ,dif- 
ferent communities and from different 
walks and stations in life may safely 
be trusted to determine the advisabil- 
ity at its adoption or rejection.
